On elections in three Michigan 
congressional districts thts year, 
outsiders poured almost $18 mil- 
lion into who was elected, 
according to a recent story in The 
Detroit Free Press. 

About half of that — or $9 mil- 
lion — was shoveled into the 7th 
congressional district which cov- 
ers Eaton, Branch, Hillsdale, 
Jackson, Lenawee, most of 
Calhoun and part of Washtenaw 
counties. 

Historically this has been a 
solid Republican district, but 
Democrat Mark Schauer of 
Calhoun County defeated then 
incumbent Republican Rep. Tim 
Walberg two years ago. 

This year, Mr. Walberg mount- 
ed a comeback that ts sending 
Mr. Schauer back to civilian life. 


is a lot of money, and represent- 
ed the most expensive outside 
influence of any of the 435 con- 
gressional races this year.

FOR DEMOCRAT Schauer, 
$4.7 million came from outside 
the district, including $1.5 mil- 
lion from AFSCME, a_ labor 
union of federal, state, county 
and municipal employees. 

For Republican Walberg, $4.5 
million was poured into his cam- 
paign trom outside the district, 
including $3 million from the 
National Republican 
Congressional Committee and 
the Michigan Republican Party. 

These figures do not include 
funds raised and controlled by 
the candidates themselves and 
their campaign organizations. 

One of the reasons campaign- 
ing tn the 7th district is so expen- 
sive is the number of television 
markets which reach into the 


nates the entire district, but TV 
stations in Lansing-Jackson, 
Kalamazoo-Battle Creek-Grand 
Rapids, Detroit-Ann Arbor, and 
even Toledo reach district voters. 
Both candidate campaigns flood- 
ed voters with consistent anti- 
opponent ads, most directly from 
outside funding sources. 

Mr. Walberg winning margin 
was about 50-45.

District, which covers the entire 
Upper Peninsula and [5 counties 
in the northeast Lower 
Peninsula, plus part of Bay 
County, Democratic Rep. Batt 
Stupak’s retirement left the seat 
open. 

Republican Dan Benishek of 
Crystal Falls survived a nip-and- 
tuck primary and faced another 
Upper Peninsulan, Democrat 
Gary McDowell. 


Republicans sensed a_ solid 


sources responded with about

Benishek and $1.5 million for 
Democrat McDowell. = Mr.

The other close Michigan race 
was in the 9th District, com- 
prised by most of Oakland

Mr. Peters campaign spent 
about $3.4 million in total, but 
less than $900,000 came from 
outside the district. Mr.

Safety tips for on-line 
holiday shopping 


On-line shopping is a 
great way to save time, trav- 
el and money but with the 
increase of on-line shopping 
Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield wants to 
remind shoppers to keep 
their identities safe. 


Never give out your 
social security number. 
Reputable on-line mer- 


chants should never require 
your to submit your social 
security number. 

Only shop using secure 
Web sites. Most Web sites 
will have a pop up sercen 
indicating that they have a 
securily certificated, a 
“lock” should also appear in 
the bottom corner of your 
browser window. Use only 
reputable Web sites that you 
are familiar with. 
Unfamiliar companies can 
be checked by searching the 
Better Business Bureau 
Web site at www.bbb.org or 
by calling the Attorney 
General's Consumer 
Protection division toll free 
at 1-877-765-8388. If you 
are in doubt, don’t order. 

Check out the merchant's 
privacy and security poli- 
cies. Some merchants ask 
for personal information to 
sell] to other merchants, 
direct. marketers and even 
telemarketers. Read their 
on-line privacy and security 
policies so that you know 
where your information is 
going. Some merchants 
will allow you to opt out of 


giving this information. 
Avoid “spam” by creating 
an e-mail account that you 
use only for ordering. With 
Yahoo and Hotmail among 
others offering free e-mail 
accounts it’s easy to create a 
secondary account that you 
use to place on-line orders. 
Any e-mail you receive to 
that account would then be 
solely order confirmation 
and unsolicited e-mails, 
making it easier for you to 
ignore seemingly legitimate 
phishing scams. Never 
respond to unsolicited e- 
mails asking you for per- 
sonal information. If you 
receive such an e-mail. 
Legitimate sites such as Pay 
Pal will never send you an 
e-mail asking for personal 
information. If you receive 
such an e-mail, do not click 
on the link, this may direct 
you to a fraudulent Web 
site. Open a new browser 
window, type in the legiti- 
mate Web site and follow 
thetr instructions for report- 
ing a suspected fraudulent 
e-mail. ; 
Use the same credit card 
when making on-line pur- 
chases. If you only use one 
credit card for all your on- 
line purchases, it will make 
it easier for you to track 
them and = identify any 
fraudulent — transactions. 
Fraudulent transactions can 
result from on-line mer- 
chants mishandling your 
credit card information, If 


you use a gard that has a rel- 
atively low credit limit this 
can also prevent thieves 
from obtaining authoriza- 
tions for large purchases. 

Watch those — shipping 
charges. Carefully check 
and compare shipping and 
handling charges before 
ordering. Some merchants 
will add tO percent to IS 
percent to the purchase 
price, making what seemed 
like a great deal into a bad 
deal. Keep in mind there 
are lots of on-lin merchants 
that will give you free ship- 
ping if you meet a minimum 
purchase amount, but if you 
go below that amount it can 
cost a lot. 

Print out and keep all 
copies of receipts. Keep all 
your receipts in an orga- 
nized file that you can eas- 
ily access in case of any 
problems. Matching those 
receipts with the packing 
lists that come with the 
products will ensure you 
receive everything that you 
ordered.

very generous, which 
allowed the artists to prove 
that selling fine art can be 
a viable business in down- 
town Grayling. However, 
Yousoufian is now consid- 
ering opening her own 
business in that location. 

“Apollo’s Lyre is a great 
location in the downtown 
and we really appreciate 
what Kelly has done for 
us, but it has limited 
space,” Dickinson said. 
“As we seek a new home, 
we will be looking for a 
larger facility so we can 
expand on what we offer 
in the line of art and 
artists.” 

Dickinson also indicated 
the importance that the 
new location be open by 
early May so the business 
will not lose momentum.
